100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  cn  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

To  His  Honour  the  Administrator  in  Council: 

THE  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  recom¬ 
mend  that,  pursuant  to  the  “  Tourist 
Camp  Regulation  Act,”  being  chapter  338  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  the  regulations  made  under  said  Act 
by  Order  in  Council  No.  1368,  approved  the 
8th  day  of  August,  1945,  be  amended  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  draft  amendments  attached 
hereto. 

Section  A  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following: — 

“  ‘  Accommodation  ’  includes  any  cabin  or 
part  of  a  cabin  or  any  convenience  or 
facility  provided  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  public  at  a  tourist  camp : 

“  ‘  Operator  ’  includes  the  owner,  lessor,  or 
any  person  who  acts  as  the  manager  of 
a  tourist  camp : 

“  *  Rental  unit  ’  means  any  cabin  or  part  of 
a  cabin  which  may  be  used  for  the  ac¬ 
commodation  of  the  public  at  a  tourist 
camp  and  for  which  rental  may  be 
charged : 

“  ‘  Room  ’  means  any  space  set  apart  for  liv¬ 
ing  or  sleeping  purposes  in  a  cabin 
whether  fully  enclosed  or  not.” 

Section  B  is  amended  by  striking  out  Regu¬ 
lations  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7a,  and  substituting 
the  following: — 

“2.  No  person  shall  operate  a  tourist  camp 
unless  he  is  the  holder  of  a  subsisting  licence 
issued  in  respect  of  said  tourist  camp. 

“(a)  Every  operator  of  a  tourist  camp  situ¬ 
ated  in  a  municipality  shall  apply  to 
the  Licensing  Authority  for  a  licence 
for  the  accommodation  and  shall  pay 
to  the  Commissioner  a  fee  of  one  dollar. 
“(6)  Every  operator  of  a  tourist  camp  situ¬ 
ated  in  unorganized  territory  shall  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  Licensing  Authority  for  a 
licence  to  operate  the  premises  and 
shall  pay  to  the  Commissioner  a  licence 
fee  of  three  dollars. 

“  3.  All  licences  issued  after  May  31st,  in 
any  year,  shall  subsist  until  May  31st  of  the 
following  year. 

“  4.  Every  application  for  a  licence  shall  be 
on  a  form  to  be  supplied  by  the  Licensing 
Authority,  and  the  applicant  shall  furnish  all 
information  required  by  that  authority. 

“  5.  Any  person  desiring  to  build  or  estab¬ 
lish  a  new  tourist  camp  or  to  use  existing 
buildings  as  a  tourist  camp  shall  first  make 
application  in  writing  to  the  Licensing 
Authority. 

“(a)  Where  such  application  is  approved, 
the  Licensing  Authority  may  issue  a 
permit  which  shall  provide  that  the  ac¬ 
commodation  for  which  the  application 
is  received  be  constructed  within  such 
time  period  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Licensing  Authority.  Such  a  per¬ 
mit  may  be  issued  without  fee. 
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“(b)  Permit-holders  shall  advise  the  Licens¬ 
ing  Authority  when  the  accommodation 
is  ready  for  inspection,  and  no  permit 
issued  by  the  Licensing  Authority  shall 
entitle  the  holder  to  offer  accommoda¬ 
tion  to  the  public  until  a  licence  is 
obtained.

any  cup,  glass,  or  other  receptacle  used  for 
drinking  purposes.” 

Section  F  is  amended  to  read  “  Sewage- 
disposal  and  Plumbing.” 

Section  F  is  further  amended  by  striking 
out  Regulation  17,  and  substituting  the  follow¬ 
ing:— 

“  17.  (a)  All  plumbing  and  drainage  shall 
be  constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  all  plumbing  regulations  from  time  to 
time  in  force. 

“(b)  The  operator  of  every  camp  shall  dis¬ 
pose  of  the  sewage  therefrom  in  such  manner 
that  it  will  not  create  a  nuisance  or  pollute 
any  stream,  lake,  or  other  body  of  water,  or 
contaminate  a  water-supply,  bathing-place,  or 
shell-fish  growing  area. 

“(c)  All  sewage  systems  and  sewage-dis¬ 
posal  facilities  shall  be  installed  and  main¬ 
tained  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Health  Branch,  Department  of  Health  and 
Welfare  of  British  Columbia.” 

Section  G  is  amended  to  read  “  Toilets  and 
Lavatory  Facilities.” 

Section  G  is  further  amended  by  striking  out 
clauses  (u)  to  (g)  of  Regulation  18,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  the  following: — 

“  18.  (a)  Toilets  and  lavatory  facilities  shall 
be  at  a  distance  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
feet  from  any  rental  unit. 

“(b)  Toilets  and  lavatories  shall  be  main¬ 
tained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

“(c)  Toilets  shall  be  water-flushed  in  every 
case  where  the  installation  of  water-flushed 
toilets  is  practicable  at  reasonable  cost. 

“ (cl)  All  water-flushed  toilets  shall  be  con¬ 
nected  to  a  public  sewer  system  or  to  a  septic 
tank  and  ground  absorption  system,  con¬ 
structed  and  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Health  Branch,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Welfare  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia. 

“(e)  Where  water-flushed  toilets  are  not 
used,  the  toilets  shall  be  so  constructed  and 
maintained : — 

“(i)  That  flies,  insects,  rats,  or  small  do¬ 
mestic  animals  cannot  gain  access  to 
the  waste  materials: 

(ii)  That  the  surface  or  ground-water  can¬ 
not  enter  the  pit  or  vault;  and 

“(iii)  That  the  waste  material  in  the  privy 
cannot  contaminate  a  water-supply  or 
otherwise  create  a  nuisance. 


“  (/)  The  number  of  toilets  required  shall  be 
based  upon  the  following  table: —

Section  I  is  amended  by  striking  out  clauses 
(a)  to  ( A: )  of  Regulation  21,  and  substituting 
the  following: — 

“(a)  All  accommodation  shall  be  of  sound 
construction  and  shall  be  weather¬ 
proof  : 

“(b)  Every  living-room  and  bedroom  shall 
have  a  minimum  floor  area  of  90 
square  feet  and  a  minimum  cubic 
space  of  720  cubic  feet: 

“(c)  All  floors  not  built  on  a  solid  concrete 
or  rat-proof  foundation  shall  be  built 
with  a  clearance  of  at  least  twelve 
inches  between  the  surface  of  the 
ground  and  the  under-side  of  the  floor- 
joists: 

“(cl)  All  floors  shall  be  constructed  of  tongue 
and  grooved  material  or  other  type  of 
flooring  that  has  been  approved  by  the 
Licensing  Authority: 

“(e)  Interior  walls  shall  be  of  smooth-sur¬ 
face  lumber  or  of  other  material  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Licensing  Authority : 

“  (/)  Interior  walls  shall  be  so  constructed 
that  they  may  always  be  kept  in  a 
thoroughly  clean  condition : 

“(g)  Every  living-room,  sleeping-room,  din¬ 
ing-room,  and  kitchen  shall  have  one 
or  more  windows  having  an  aggregate 
area  equivalent  to  not  less  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  floor  area,  and  window 
area  equivalent  to  not  less  than  five 
per  cent,  of  the  floor  area  shall  be 
fitted  to  open : 

“(h)  Every  bathroom,  shower-room,  and 
toilet-room  shall: — 

“(i)  Have  one  or  more  windows 
having  an  aggregate  area  of  not  less 
than  three  square  feet  with  at  least 
one-third  of  the  window  area  fitted  to 
open ;  or 

“(ii)  Be  equipped  with  mechanical 
apparatus  to  provide  a  minimum  of 
four  complete  changes  of  air  per  hour: 

“(i)  All  windows  fitted  to  open  shall  open 
to  the  outside  without  obstruction : 

“(j)  There  shall  be  no  toilet  in  a  building 
containing  sleeping,  eating,  or  other 
living  accommodation  unless  the  toilet 
is  water-flushed : 

“(k)  Every  room  containing  a  toilet,  bath, 
shower,  or  lavatory  shall  have  a  floor 
finished  with  a  smooth  surface  and 
shall  be  provided  with  lighting  facili¬ 
ties  : 

“(/)  Every  shower  compartment  shall  have 
a  floor  of  or  finished  with  concrete  or 
equally  impervious  material.” 

Section  J  is  amended  by  striking  out  Regu¬ 
lation  24,  and  substituting  the  following: — 

“  24.  Every  operator  of  a  tourist  camp  shall 
cause  all  outside  openings  in  the  said  camp  to 
be  effectively  screened  unless  other  effective 
means  are  employed  to  prevent  the  entrance  of 
flies.” 

Section  J  is  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  “  cabin  ”  in  the  first  line  of 
clause  (a)  of  Regulation  25,  and  substituting 
the  words  “  rental  unit.” 
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Section  J  is  further  amended  by  striking 
out  clause  (c)  of  Regulation  25. 

Section  J  is  further  amended  by  striking  out 
Regulation  26,  and  substituting  the  follow¬ 
ing:— 

“  26.  No  operator  shall  permit  a  room  to  be 
used  for  sleeping  accommodation  for  one  or 
two  persons  unless  it  shall  have  a  floor  area 
of  at  least  ninety  squai-e  feet  and  cubic  space 
of  not  less  than  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
cubic  feet.  Sleeping  accommodation  for  more 
than  two  persons  shall  have  an  additional  floor 
area  of  at  least  sixty  square  feet  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  cubic  space  of  four  hundred  and  eighty 
cubic  feet  for  each  person  more  than  two.” 

Section  K  is  amended  by  adding  the  follow¬ 
ing  immediately  after  paragraph  28: — 

“  28a.  Every  operator  shall  establish  rates 
for  each  rental  unit.  Such  rates  shall  be 
posted  conspicuously  in  the  unit  to  which  they 
apply.” 

Section  K  is  further  amended  by  adding  the 
following  immediately  as  Regulation  29a:  — 

“  29a.  All  registration  records  shall  be  kept 
at  the  tourist  camp  where  entries  are  made 
and  shall  not  be  removed  or  transferred  to 
any  other  place.  They  shall  be  handed  over 
to  new  owners  upon  transfer  of  any  properties 
coming  under  the  provision  of  these  regula¬ 
tions.” 

Section  M,  Regulation  32,  is  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  “  cabin  ”  in  the  first  line 
and  substituting  the  words  “  rental  unit.” 

Regulation  32  is  further  amended  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  words  from  “  prescribed  by  ”  to 
the  end  of  the  paragraph,  and  in  substituting 
the  following:  “  made  pursuant  to  the  ‘  Health 
Act  ’  in  respect  of  the  disease  in  question.” 

Section  M  is  further  amended  by  adding  the 
following  regulation: — 


“  32a.  Where  facilities  are  provided  for  the 
serving  of  food  or  drink,  every  operator  shall 
comply  with  the  regulations  made  pursuant  to 
the  ‘  Health  Act’  relating  to  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing  places.” 

Section  N  is  amended  by  adding  the  follow¬ 
ing  as  clause  ( e )  of  Regulation  33:  — 

“(e)  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
operator  to  see  that  clause  (o)  of  this 
regulation  is  observed  within  the 
boundaries  of  his  tourist  camp.” 

Section  P  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “  cabin  or  other  building  ”  in  the  second 
line,  and  substituting  the  word  “  accommoda¬ 
tion.” 

Section  P  is  further  amended  by  striking- 
out  Regulation  37,  and  substituting: — 

“  37.  Every  operator  who  operates  a  tourist 
camp  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  condi¬ 
tions  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  or  who 
fails  to  observe  any  of  these  regulations,  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence,  liable  on  summary 
conviction  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  dollars.” 

Section  Q  is  amended  by  adding  to  Regula¬ 
tion  38  the  words  “  or  to  premises  licensed 
under  the  Liquor  Control  Act.
